ATKINSON GLAINIS 
WAGE INGREASES 
MIEAN FARE RAISE 


Chairman of Board of Di- 
rectors Says the Georgia 
Railway and Power Com- 
pany Has No Money 
With Which to Pay 
Higher Salaries. 


BOARD DECISION WILL 
BE GIVEN VERY SOON 


If. Higher Wages Are 
Awarded; Atkinson Asks 
Recommendation to the 
Rail Board for Permis- 
sion to Increase Car 
Fares. 


Following a statement by Harry 
M. Atkinson, chairman of the board 
of directors of the Georgia Railway 
and Power company, that a higher 
wage award to the trolley employees 
would necessitate an increase in 
Street car fares, the arbitration 
board constituted to hear the wage 
issue betwecn the company agd the 
union men closed its public hear- 
ing at 1:25 o’clock Friday afternoon. 
The board adjourned to meet later 
in executive session, when the ques- 
tion at issue will be considered, and 
a decision reached as soon as possi- 
ble... No- announcement was made 
as to the possible conclusion of the 
arbitration. 

‘Before the hearing closed Mr. At- 
kinson presented the company’s side 
of the wage issue at length, giving 
figures to show that the company 
Ras no money with which to in- 
}créase the wages of the employees. 
He charged thé arbitration board 
with the responsibility of working 
out this problem, and requested that 
should they see fit to award increas- 
ed wages to the employees, a recom- 
mendation also be made to the Geor- 
gia railroad commission that the 
company be allowed to raise car 
fares. _ 

President P. S. Arkwright, who 
also made a statement on the wage 
issue, presented figures, gathered 
from various authorities, to show 
that the wages of the men in the 
service of the Georgia Railway and 
Power company have increased at a 


| greater percentage than has the cost 


of living. 
Atkinson Takes Stand. 

Mr. Atkinson was the first to 
take the stand upon the resumption 
of the wage hearing at 9 o’clock 
Friday morning. He stated that the 
company had spent $1.03 for every 
one dollar of revenue that had been 
received from fares during 1919. He 
further stated that the company 
would not quite break even with 
the 6-cent fares that became ef- 
fective last April. Stressing his 
contention that the company has no 
money with which to Pay wage in- 
creases, Mr. Atkin said that the 
continuity of the wm... car service 
Was demanded by the public, and 
continued: 

“If you grant increases you must 
do so with the knowledge that the 
company does not possess the 
money, and the only way to get it is 
through an increase in fares.” 

Mr. Atkinson said that“the com- 
pany had been paying no dividends 
for the past seven or eight years, 
except in a few instances, when div- 
iderrds were paid upon the first pre- 
ferred stock. Healso declared thar 
the company is running the car 
service today literally for the bene- 
fit of the public. 

In no instance did Mr. Atkinson 
express any opposition to the men 
getting a living wage, saying more 
than once that the issue between 
the men and the company had never 
assumed the aspect of a controversy. 
He declared that he had met with 
the men, whom he termed “our 
men,” for two months, and that he 
had never confefred with them in a 
spirit of controversy. Other depart- 
ments of the company, declared Mr. 
Atkinson, are also demanding in- 
creases, which: he declared would 
have to be automatically granted 
should the increases be given the 
motormen and conductors, and 
Stated that the increases asked for 
would involve a total increase in 
the company pay roll of nearly two 
He said the motor- 
men and conductors constituted only 
about 40 per cent of the total em- 
bloyees of the company. . 

Demand of Stockholders. 

In speaking of the company’s 

financial status, which he said had 


been brought to an acute point by 
the high cost of materials and con- 
Stantly increasing wages, Mr. At- 
kinson said that the stockholders 
have begun to demand a living wage 
and that unless

Montgomery, Ala., March 5.—Brax- 
ton Bragg Comer, of Birmingham, 
former governor of Alabama, was 
tonight named United States sena- 
tor to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of Senator John H. Bankhead, 
which occurred last Monday. He 
will serve in that capacity until the 
successor to Senator Bankhead has 
been elected in a special election 
yet to be called by Governor Kilby. 

The appointment of Mr. Comer 
was made by Governor Kilby fol- 
lowing a meeting of the trustees of 
the Alabama Polytechnic institute, 
which he was attending, and wired 
to his office here and in turn “e- 
leased to the newspaper correspond- 
ents. 

Appointment of Governor Comer 
to the senatorial vacancy was pré- 
ceded during the day by the an- 


nouncement of Congressman DP 
Thomas Heflin, to his #nstituents 


of the Fifth district, that he would 
not offer for re-election there, and 
withdrawal of his qualification _rom 


rthe secretary of the state demo- 


cratic committee and official an- 
nouncement of his aangemcy for 
the senate.

Washington, March 5.—Several 
Georgians, among them members of 
congress and others visiting the city 
called upon Attorney General A. 
Mitchell Palmer today to urge the 
administration candidate for the 
democratic nomination for president 
to speak at various points in that 
state. Among ‘those visiting him 
at different audiences during the 
day were Senator Harris, Represen- 
tative Gordon Lee, Hhomas M. Bell 
and J. W. Overstreet, ex-Represen- 
tative Charles G. Edwards, of Sa- 
vannah, and others. Mr. Palmer 
agreed to speak in Savannah, Rome 
and Gainesville, and it is not im- 
probable that his original intention 
to make only four addresses in 
Georgia will be revised, so insistent 
is the; demand from all over Geor- 
gia that he address the voters of 
various sections. It is not definite- 
ly determined but it is not -improb- 
able that the presidential candidate 
will open his Georgia campaign in 
Gainesville.

Whitehall and other 
downtown streets. : 

The argument was also presented 
by Mr. Goodhart that the system 
involved ig the plan would give 
workers more daylight in the aft- 
ernoon for their. recreation and 
pleasure. 

George F. Haney, president of the 
Atlanta Federation of Trades, ap- 
peared in behalf of the organiza- 
tion he heads, saying that the 16,- 
000 members of that organization, 
representing men from the various 
unions of the city, had gone on rec- 
ord as opposed to the law. 

Apposed to Change. 

“When the plan for a return to 
the present system of time was 
broached,” said Mr. Haney, “the At- 
lanta Federation of Trades gave its 
hearty approval, and now that the 
attempt is being made to have a re- 
turn to the daylight saving plan, 
we express, just a@s sincerely, our 
disapproval.” 

“We don’t like the people to have 
the attitude that we are the only 
ones opposed to the change,” con- 
tinued Mr. Haney. “For this is not 
the case. We stand firmly behind 
the city council, the city planning 
commission, and all things that con- 
cern Atlanta’s advancement, and

Los Angeles, March 5.—Roy Dick- 
erson, charged with aiding in the 
robbery of a bank at Girard, Ala., 
made what is said to have beeyshis 
180th escape frgm jail here today 
when he used crude key on his 
cell lock in theJcity prison, climb- 
ed up a ventilatbr shaft and fled. 

Dickerson’s wife, who is in jail 
here, said her husband formerly 
was a vaudeville performer, mak- 
ing a specialty of freeing himself 
from handcuffs and other re- 


escaped one hundred and eighty 
times and that he never had been 
imprisoned successfully longer than 
two months, 

Dickerson’s cell mate eas found 
asleep after the escape. He told 
the guards he had not heard Dick- 
erson’s movements. 

Six Men Jailed. 

Seale, Ala., March 5.—Roy Dicker- 
son, allegéd ring-leader in the rob- 
bery in January of the Phoenix- 
Girard bank, of Girard, Ala.,-has es- 
caped from custody in California, 
where he was recently arrested, ac- 
cording to a telegram receiwed here 
today. 

The bank wa srobbed of approx- 
imately $30,000 and six men have 
ben arrested. 


No Details | Received. 

It was announced in Atlanta Fri- 
day night by Superintenddent Fras- 
ier, of the Pinkerton Detective 
agency, the organization that shad- 
owed Dickerson and his wife to Los 
Angeles, that no détails had been 
learned here of the escape, except 
that he biioke out of a Los Ange- 
les prison late TAursday night. His 
wife is still in jail. 

Dickerson was the alleged leader 
of a band of bandits who were in- 
volved in the looting of the Phoenix- 
Girard bank, of Girard, Ala., 


obtaining about $30,090 in cash. He 


| recently made his escape from the 


Fulton county penitentiary, 
with three other inmates. 
The gang, after making the raid 
on the Girard bank, it is claimed, 
scattered and met in St. Louis for a 
division of the spoils. Subsequently, 
detectives shadowing the bandits 
arrested Dickerson in Los Angeles, 
Cal., who with his wife was living 
in a twenty-four-apartment house 
that they_had purchased. They

‘were going under the name of Mr. 


and Mrs. George W. Lynch. The 
sum of $10,000, supposed to have 
been a part of the .bank robbery 
loot, was fecovered by the detece- 
tives. They had an equity of $8,000 
in the apartment house. 

Detectives declare that Dickerson 
had been in the penitentiary sev- 
eral times before in Missouri, Okla- 
homa and Kansas, and that he had 
made his escape each time through 
the aid of his wife. When Dicker- 
son escaped from the Fulton county 
penitentiary, his wife was living in 
a downtown hotel. 

After the meeting of the bandits 
in St. Louis, the various members 
of the band were shadowed and the 
apprehension of a number of them 
was effected. Seven of the gang 
were taken at different parts of the 
United States. Dickerson’s wife was 
seen in St. Louis by detectives and 
the pair were traced to Los Angeles. 
Waiting for an opportunity to take 
the pair and get the money at the 
same time, they continued shadow- 
ing Mrs. Dickerson and they were 
taken about a week ago in their 
apartment house in Los Angeles.

He showed 
that because of the fact that At- 
Aeord 9 street railways are operated 
by water power, the company had 
been able to save during 1919 a 
sum of $398,000, the difference in 
operating by water power and by 
steam.

Money for Water Power. 


Mr. Atkinson told of the yast 
amount of money that has been ex- 
pended by the Georgia Railway and 
Power company in developing. water 
powers, and said that “roughly 
speaking, in 1919 the company has 
distributed about 262,000,000 kilo- 
watt hours of electricity, which 
would have required 500,000 tons of 
coal, valued now at about $3,500,000, 
had it been produced by steam.” 

According to figures presented by 
Mr. Atkinson, which he declared had 
been gathered by the government 
and corroborated by state and 
municipal authorities, the cost of 
living in November, 1919, show an 
increase for the country generally 
of 82.2 per cent. In Atlanta, he said, 
from the best information that was 
procurable, the increase had been 
73 per cent for the same peried. 

The increase in the hourly wage 
rate, declated Mr. Atkinson, from 
1914 to 1919, has been 75.6 per cent, 
and the total pay roll of the trans- 
portation department showed an 
increase for the same period of 95.6 
per cent. 

Mr. Atkinson presented another 
table of figures which showed that 
for éVery dollar the company took 
in from car fares, the company paid 
to the men 38.58 cents; for mate- 
rial, 5.6 cents: for power, 7.9 cents; 
injuries and damages, 6.7 cents; mis- 
cellaneous expenses, 2.4 cents; taxes, 
8.1 cents; interest and rentals 23.6 
cents; depreciation, 7.1 cents; mak- 
ing a total of 100.3 cents—a loss of 
money for the company on every 
dollar taken in from fares in 1919. 

Entitled to Fair Return. 

Mr. Atkinson said the stockhold- 
ers also are entitled to a fair return 
for the money they have invested, 
and intimated that finding the 
money for that, too, was part of the 
problem. 

“Our taxes are assessed by state 
authorities,” went on Mr. Atkinson. 
“There is nothing in the state taxed 
as we are.’ 

Referring to injuries and dam- 
ages, Mr. Atkinson said: 

“The men themselves are respon- 
sible for these things and the com- 
pany has no control over such hap- 
penings; neither has the company 
any control over the price of mate- 
rial, which has almost doubled dur- 
ing the past year. Looking at it 
broadly, the company is almost 
broke even on a 6-cent fare in 1919.” 

With referehce to the financia) 
status of the company and its in- 
ability to finance developments, 
Mr. Atkinson said the fact that the 
company has been unable to make 
preparations for the great demand 
that will be made for power will 
necessarily restrict the growth of 
the city unless the situation can be 
relieved by the public through more 
liberal rates. 

“The conditions are such now that 
we cannot sell a security, and have 
not been able to do so since 1917. 
VUur only source of income is our 
earnings, and the very hope of At- 
lanta’s development is the cheap 
power that is furnished here. 


Want Men to He Satisfied. 


Referring to the request of the 
men for more pay, Mr. Atkinson 
said that it was his desire and that 
of the company that the men should 
have a living wage and that they 
should do well and be contented, 
but declared that the company 
could not pay out funds that it did 
not have.

The Donizetti opera, which is pri- 
marily one for brilliant singing of 
the lyric type, and depends for its 
effect on pure tunefulness, florid 
vocalization, and orchestral bril- 
| Hance of a very transparent type, 
'was sung by a different cast, but 
' one well-nigh as successful as the 
first night, and again the audi- 
ence made up in enthusiasm for 
what it lacked in numbers. 


While Donizetti’s orchestra is not 
the colorful thing that Verdi's is. 
certainly in the “Aida” period it is 
a flexible, ingenius thing, although 
it still shows no sign of that closer 
affiliation between the score and 
the text, which found its height of 
expression later in the music 
dramas. Donizetti lets his heroine 
in her mad scene trill and roulade 
in the very kind of brilliance 
which could equally be gay but for 
the expresson in the singer's voice 
and in her face, and the orchestra 
score has the same incongruous 
lack of relation to the action. 

Because it is so fine a medium 
for the pure art of vocalization and 
the exploitation of the bel canto, 
“Tuecia” survives its day, and has 
its devoted audiences, who are sat- 
isfied, too, with an orchestra score 
that is an accompaniment, rather 
than a part of the drama.

OUTLIEE OF NOTE 
SENT BY ALLIES. 

Washington, March 5.—The text 
of the note from the French and 
British premiers on the  Adriatie 
situation, to which President Wil- 
son’s reply was delivered in Lont 
don today, was made public tonight 
by the state department. It con- 
forms closely to the summary cabled 
from London February 27 and em- 
phasizes the importance attached by 
the premiers to the fact that Mr 
Wilson had previously “expressed 
his willingness” to accept a settle- 
ment arrived at by direct negotia- 
tions between Italy and Jugo-Slavia.

: Shot Down as They Ran. 

Fighting continued on the 23d, 
and though his field glasses Mr. 
Crathern said he could see Arme- 
nians fleeing through the _ streets 
before the Turks, who shot them 
down while Turkish snipers on the 
hills about the city shot at Arme- 
nians attempting to leave rash. 
The diary says: 

“It was pitiful to see them throw 
up their hands and scream while 
attempting to escape. We watched 
them fleeing over the hills until 
they reached our compound, some 
dropping wounded and others stag- 
gering into the mission grounds 
with wild eyes and purple faces, 
telling of the awful massacre just 
beginning.” 

On the 24th the Americans con- 
ferred with the French General 
Querrete and told him stories the 
refugees brought of the horrors. He 
said he would try to correct the 
Situation. But efforts to negotiate 
a cessatio nof hostilities failed and 
a heavy bombardment began in the 
afternoon. The French fired upon

“At night ‘the city Is in total 
darkness,” the diary continues. 
“Whenever we go from one com- 
pound to another we creep along 
walls to escape being hit. Every 
compound is filled with frightened 
refugees, alarmed over the fate of

“Today we raised the American 
flaz. but no sooner had we raised 
it to the mast than a salute from 
a dozen guns sent us scampering 
to cover.

If the French evacu- 
ate we are not'’sure what treat- 
ment we will receive at the hands 
of the Turks. We shall remain 
at our posts, however, and do what 
we can to shield the Armenians and 
protect American interests. We 
hope for the best, but many fear 
the worst. 
Armenians Frantic. 


“February 10—General Querette 
has been granted a twenty-four- 
hour delay before leaving the city. 
Armenians in the compounds are 
frantic. They are determined to 
leave the city with the French as 
they fear massacre. Our greatest 
fear is for Miss Buckley (Miss 
Frances S. Buckley, of Cape Vin- 
cent, New York). She was in the 
Beshalom orphanage and has not 
been heard from since the begin- 
ning of the siege. 

“We are fitting out the refugees 
for a journey, giving them food 
and clothing to the extent. permit- 
ted by our limited supplies. Many 
orphan boys and girls will leave 
with the exiles. Dr. Wilson and 
Mrs. Wilson (of Boons Hill, Tenn.), 
will remain, as well,as the mission- 
aries, Dr. Elliott (Mabel C. Elliott, 
of Benton Harbor, Mich.), Miss 
Schultz, Miss Powers (Mabel H. 
Powers, of North Hero, Vermont), 
and Miss Dougherty (Minnie E. 
Dougherty, of Holyoke, Mass.), will 
leave with the troops. . 

“I had decided to stay, but as 
two or three thousand persons are 
going as sheep without a shepard, 
Dr. Wilson thinks I had better go 
with them to take charge and en- 
deavor to find food and shelter at 
their destination. It is a hard trek 
of nearly 75 miles over mountain 
and plain. I fear many will not 
be equal to it.

“A LITTLE GARDEN.” 

“Wherein much joy was found, 
experience gained, and profit— 
spiritual as well as mundane—de- 
rived, without loss of prestige in a 
practical neighborhood,” is the 
characterization given his “flower 
patch” by Gardner Teall as an in- 


\troductory note in a valuable work 


on practical home floriculture en- 
titled, “A Little Garden the Year 
Round,” which recently came from 
the tress. 

It is a happily worded and truth- 
ful sentence. In epitome it de- 
scribes exactly the sort of a place 
the home garden is, and explains its 
possibilities. 

Indeed, there is joy to be found 
in the “little garden;” there is ex- 
perience—rich and rare, and the 
most delightful experience for the 
lover of Nature and the student of 
her mysteries—to be gained, from 
the preparation of the soil and the 
planting of the seeds, through the 
various stages of development to 
the matured seed-pod in the fall; 
and profit, “excess profit” on a 


the “cost plus’’ plan, “spiritual as 
well as mundane,” educational as 
well as inspirational, to be derived. 
And as for the hazard of “loss of 
prestige,”: it is nil; rather, the in- 
dividual’s association with flowers 
and the creatures of Nature essen- 
tially exalts his ideals, raises his 
standard of citizenship, and conse- 
quently adds in proportion to his 
value to his community and the 
respect in which he is held in any 
“practical neighborhood.” 

The purpose underlying Mr. 
Teall’s book, he says, is simply “to 
convey some sense of the joys of 
gardening, some-realization of the 
pleasures that find place in the 
heart and soul of one who com- 
bines the companionship of prose 
and poetry in the going about his 
gardening.” 

Both are to be found in the gar- 
den—prose and poetry; practical 
knowledge and spirital stimulation.

Attorney” General Palmer’s an- 
nouncement that he would like to 
have the Georgia democrats nomi- 
nate him in their April 20. primary, 
and that he would take such a nom- 
ination as an indorsement of the 
policies and achievements of the 
administration of President Wilson, 
gives us the first possible issue up 
to date. Mr. Palmer has been thor- 
oughly in accord with Mr. Wilson’s 
administratien, and although Mr. 
Palmer has been frequently men- 
tioned as a probable candidate, it 
was well known that he was walt- 
ing on some expression from Mr. 
Wilson as to a third term. Now, 
that Mr. Palmer has announced, and 
stated his platform—administration 
indorsement—it may be regarded as 
conclusive evidence that President 
Wilson has satisfied Mr. Palmer 
that there is no third-term idea in 
his head. 

Mr. Palmer’s record as attorney 
general, since his succession to 
Thomas W. Gregory, of Texas, has 
been a very satisfactory one, his 
department having gotten results, 
notably in alien property handling: 
during the war, the deportation of 
reds and the coal miners’ strike. 
He is thought to be friendly to 
organized labor in its lofty pur- 
poses and more common sense meth- 
ods of achieving the higher type of 
citizenship for which it originally 
strove, and wlil go as far as pos- 
sible toward this end. Of all those 
yet spoken of for the presidency, 
is probable that on this point 
Mr. Palmer would be most likely to 
be acceptable to all classes. How- 
ever, there is no doubt that Mr. Pal- 
mer would draw a vee clear line 
on labor’s efforts to secure prefer- 
ential treatment for members of the 
organizations against other Ameri- 
eans. He was born in Moosehead, 
Pa., May 4, 1872, is a railroad law- 
yer of extensive connections and 
experience, and is a Quaker in re- 
ligion. Quakers are conscientiously 
opposed to fighting, and in the event 
of war during his incumbency as 
president, if he is elected, this might 
or might not be a good thing. 

There is no real issue so far, 
unless Mr. Palmer’s indorsement of 
the administration and league of na- 
tions shall be made one of the 
planks in the democratic conven- 
tion. There are the questions be- 
tween capital and Jabor, militarism 
and radicalism. It js hardly proba- 
ble that on either of these subjects 
the democrats can say anything that 
won’t meet the full approval of the 
republicans. The republicans, on the 
other hand, will find the most vul-

HEALTH TALKS 


By WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


RADIUM FOR CANCER, 

Cancer is not hereditary. 

Cancer is not contagious or infec- 
tious, 

Cancer occurs in every family, 
sooner or later, because it is as com- 
mon as tuberculosis and more prev- 
alent than typhoid fever, and there 
is no known immunity against the 
disease. 

No one has found the cause of 
cancer. 

No honest physician pretends to 
have a medicinal cure for cancer. 

Cancer may occur in _ infancy, 
childhood, youth, early adult life, 


middle age, advanced age or senil- 
ity. It is most frequent in the de- 
cade from forty to fifty. 

There are three principal types 
of cancer. (1) Galloping cancer— 


sarcoma—which occurs at any age, 
often in young persons, and in any 
part or tissue, develops rapidly (in 
a few Weeks or a month or two) 
and is rapidly fatal se promptly 
removed by surgery. (2) Organ can- 
cer—carcinoma—which occurs usu- 
ally around middle age, develops in- 
sidiously, early spreads through the 
lympathic vessels to the neighbor- 
ing lymph nodes (“lymph glands”) 
and not by “roots” as the cancer 
quack imagines, is usually painless 
in the earliest stage, occurs most 
commonly in the neck of the womb 
in mothers of families, next in the 
stomach in men, and proves fatal 
in from six months to two years un- 
less radically removed by. surgery 
or, in the case of cancer of the 
womb, unless the progress of the 
degeneration is stayed by radium or 
X-ray treatment. (3) Surface can- 
cer—skin cancer, lip cancer, or epi- 
thelioma—which occurs chiefly in 
steagien ts persons, develops very slow- 
ly, years, often in the seat of some 
trifling wart, pimple, mole or other 
benign lesion on the cheek, eyelid, 
rose, lip or elsewhere on the sur- 
face of the body, is far less malign- 
ant and poisonous than other types 
of cancer, and is curable by sun- 
light, X-ray,, radium, operation, even 
by caustics such as the cancer char- 
latans apply—although the last 
named is the crudest, most danger- 
ous and most painful of all. 

Cancer is not a tumor--a tumor 
beging a new growth or swelling or 
large lump. Cancer is a degenera- 
tion, a breaking down of the nor- 
mal tissue structure of the organ 


or part involved, more like an ulcer- 
ation than like a sweljjing. In the 
breast a persistent lunff® may be the 
beginning of cancer {n & Wwomun 
thirty. or more years old, though, 
of course, a lump felt in the breast 
does not necessarily imply cancer. 

Cancer has no “roots,” does not 
grow from “roots” but rather ex- 
tends into neighboring tissue or 
parts through prolongations, which 
to the unenlightened observer might 
suggest “roots.” No human eye can 
draw a line between the canccrous 
tissue, in the case of organ cancer, 
and the normal surrounding tissue; 
hence no honest surgeon or physi- 
cian can assure the patient that al) 
of the cancer has been destroyed or 
removed, for even a microscopic 
cancer quack does give his dupes 
just such assurance—to their sor- 
row, as the denouement usually 
proves.

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36,000 DAMAGES 
~ DONE BY FLAMES 


Three-Story Building by 


the Side of Marion Hotel 
Catches Fire—Two Fire- 
men Are Injured in 
Fighting Blaze.

Damages approximating $35,000 
were sustained in a fire Friday eve- 
ning which came near gutting the 
entire three-story building 
rear of 93 North Pryor street, the 
two upper floors of which are used 
for storage purposes, while the first 
floor is occupied by the J. T. Mc- 
Donald tin shop. The structure is 
owned by Senator Hoke Smith. 

The fire is believed to have orig- 
inated in the tin shop on the first 


fioor, and had reached serious pro- | 


portions when discovered shortly 
before 6 o’clock by William A. 
Horne, Jr., who sounded the alarm. 
The flames then spread rapidly to 
the second story, the storage room 
for the Raymond Graphophone com- 
pany, and thence to the third floor 
~—the warehouse of the Horne Desk 
company. 

For a while it seemed as though 
the entire building would be de- 
sStroyed, as wéll as those surround- 
ing it. The blaze reached the roof 
and poured out of the windows in 
athreatening manner. @nly the rap- 
id and heroic work of the firemen 
confined the flames to the build- 
ine where the fire started. 

Guests at the Marion hotel, which 
is right beside the burning building. 
only a narrow alleyway separating 
them, believed for a time that the 
hotel was on fire, and great excite- 
ment resulted. 

Two members of fire company No. 
4 were injured. Fireman Lee Smith 
suffered a-serious and aeep cut on 
his right hand When a pane of glasa 
fell from a window on the third 
floor. Fireman Smith had his hand 
upon a rung of a 35-foot ladder they 
had just thrown to the roof when 
the falling pane struck him. His 
hand was dressed by a doctor in a 
nearby drug store. and he later 
went to the Grady hospital for fur- 
ther treatmént.

Suffrage Measure 
Up to Republigans, 
Party Leaders Say 


Constitution—Philadelphia Public 
Service—Copyright, 1929.) 


Washington, March 5.—It is up to 
republican politicians to bestir 
themselves to obtain ratification of 
the federal suffrage amendment be- 
fore the November elections if they 
don’t want the blame for keeping 
the women from the polls this fall. 
That is the view of suffrage lead- 
ers in Washington, and it will be 


expressed very strongly to the re- 
publican governors and legislatures 
of at least four states within the 
next week or two. 

With thirty-three states. already 
in the suffrage column, the women. 
need three more to bring about rat- 
ification. West Virginia, with a 
democratic governor and a repub- 
lican legislature, had been counted 
on, but after Governor Cornwell 
convened his assembly in special 
session, the best the state senate 
would do was a tie vote. The dead- 
lock still obtains at Charleston, and 
although the suffragists are hopeful 
of a break in their favor, they hoil 
the republican legislature respon- 
sible for the situation. 

Republicans Responsible. 

“If the West Virginia legislature 
fnils to ratify the suffrage amend- 
ment,” says a statment authorized 
by the national woman's party to- 
night, “the republican party will be 
since the majority of 
the legislature is republican. 

“Washington has called a special 
session for March 22, which will 
give the thirty-fourth state, if 
West Virginia defeats the amend- 
ment. The two additional states 
needed must come from a group in 
which both the governors and leg- 
islatures are strongly “Congest

proves such regulation or interfer- 
ence.” 

The Hitchcock substitute was as 
follows: 

“The United States. understands 
that the, reparations commission 
will in it& control over German eco- 
nomic reseurces in no respect so 
exert its powers as to discriminate 
against the commerce of the United 
States with Germany.” : 

A new reservation proposed by 
Mr. Knox and to be voted on later, 
follows: 

“The credit of the United States 
shall not be pledged by or through 
an action of any representative of 
the United States or by any of the 
organs of government of the league 
of nations without the prior affirm- 
ative authority of congress.

After deliberation of less than an 
hour and a half, the jury Friday in 
the case of the government against 
James W, Morrow, Jr., well known 
young Atlantan, charged with il- 
licit distilling on his property on 
Pace’s Ferry road, completely ex- 
onerated the defendant of _ all 
charges, thus bringing one of the 
hardest-fought whisky cases in the 
history of the United States dis- 
trict court for the northern divi- 
sion of Georgia to a close. 

The trial, which is the second 
faced by Morrow, was begun st 
Monday. The proceedings in ‘the 
case were featured by several un- 
usual developments, including the 
challenging of veniremen when the 
jury was chosen. Both the defense 
and the prosecution exhausted the 
complete number of strikes allow- 
ed them before the twelve men 
were selected, being the first time 
this has occurred in federal court 
here in years. 

Friday’s session began with Mor- 
row, the defendant, on the witness 
stand. After a long cross-exami- 
nation by Assistant. District At- 
torney W. Paul Carpenter, the dis- 
trict attorney opened the argu- 
ment for the prosecution with a

weakened under more or less gen- 
eral realizing. March sold off to 
38.80, or 10 points net lower, and 
later deliveries broke 10 to 20 points 
from last night's closing figures,

NON-COTTON ZONES 
URGED TO CHECK 
PINK BOLL WORM) 


New Orleans, March 5.—Broad non- 
cotton zones insulating the cotton 
belt from the infected Louisiana 
parishes of Cameron, Jefferson and 
Caleasieu were advocated today as 
the only sure way of preventing the 
spread of the pink boll worm, af 
menace declared to be greater than 
the boll weevil. 

The plan was proposed at a meet- 


ing here today of representatives of 
the federal and state departments of 
agriculture, American Cotton asso- 
ciation and the cotton sections of 
Louisiana. Dr. C. L. Marlett, chair- 
man of the federal horticultural 
board, advocated the zone system to 
prevent spread of the worm, and 
Dr. V. B. Hunter, of the bureau of 
entomology, of the department of 
agriculture, warned growers that if 
the worm ever got strongly eén- } 
trenched in the south its ravages 
would be from 30 to 66 per cent | 
of the crop. 

A tax of 50 to 75 cents a bale on 
all cotton produced in Louisiana, as 
» Mmpensation to farmers in the pro- 
scribed area, in which no cotton 
may be grown, was asked in reso- 
lutions adopted at the meeting. The 
growers unanimously indorsed the 
plan and were assured by Governor 
Pleasant and Governor-elect John 
M. Parker, both of whom attended 
the meeting, that every effort would 
be made to induce the general as- 
sembly to pass the necessary legisla- 
tion. Governor Pleasant informed 
the meeting that the state council 
of defense had pledged 5$,000 to 
wage the fight until the general as- 
sembly meets.

OR the invitations use shamrocks 

which you have cut out of green 

paper. Cut the stems a bit wide,

The couple remaining 
iongest upon the floor is given a prize— 
a toy boat, upon which is @ green Sign 
bearing the following words written 
with. gold ink: ‘Paddie Your Own 


Canoe!’ 

The ‘lakes’ may be either larze pieces 
of muslin fastened to the carpet or 
shalk marks upon the floor. Make them 
larre enough so that they e ——_ 
ha avoided in the line of m h which 
vou have mapped out for your guests. 


Four of them will be sufficient. 

The guests are now informed that 
there is a great surprise awaiting them. 
When the performers are ready, the 
lights are turned off and candles are 
Diaced about the improvised stage so 
that the actors may be plainly seen. 
The Irish song in pantomime is then 
presented. The performers may make 
this very effective or else they may 
burlesque the whole thing and make it 
very funny. 

Next partners are to be obtained for 
refreshments. Have a number of green 
strings, upon the ends of which are 
shamrocks, wound in eobweb fashion 
about the furniture and fixtures and 
ending at last with chairs tn the dining 
room. The girls choose the gold sham- 
rocks and the men the green ones. They 
follow the cords to the gining room 
and there they find their partners. The 
hostess will see to it that the cords 
come out so that beside each girl there 
will be qa man. 

Upon the center of the table have a 
large Irish harp, made ef wire and 
twined about with vines, From éach 
string of the harp have green streamers 
going to each place. At the ends of 
them have tiny: pots of shamrocks as 
favors for the girls and single sham- 
rocks for the men.

Embroidered Panels, for 


a Screen 


HAT the chrysanthemum adapts 
itself uncommonly well to de- 
eign may be judged from. the 


fact that the Japanese use it extensive- 
ly in their decorations and with charm- 
ing results. if you siudy one of its 
flOowers—a ragged, erratic specimen is 
more interesting than a round, perfect 
one—you are sure to see attractive 
ways of combining the elements in a 
design. The flower lends itself to treat- 
ment in almost any of the ways that 
you care to use for embroidery, etc. 
In nearly every household there is an 
old screen that has become worn or 
torn, and has, therefore, been relegat- 
ed to the attic. So, by taking out the 
old material that was in the panels, put 
in new ones of linen (into the frames), 
decorate them with an embroidered de- 
sign taken from the chrysanthemum, 
you will have a handsome screen. 
Make your analysis of the plant and 
then, following the correct direction for 
embroiderying, build your design. In 
making your design, bear in mind to 
what use it is to be put, in what ma- 
terial it is to: be worked, and what 
tools. will be used in carrying it out. 
First, make your drawing on stiff 
paper, such as manila paper, and then 
with water-colors try out various color 
schemes. In that, of course, you must 
consider what color the linen back- 
ground is to be, and that, in turn, de- 
pends on the color of the wood frame- 
work. For example, if the woodwork 
is white—you can often make an old 
frame look new by painting it white— 
a delicate green linen could be used 
attractively; the chrysanthemum might 


be embroidered in white and yellow 
cénters, the leaves and stems in soft 
yellows and olive greens. If the wood- 
work is dark, an effective combination 
would be a background of gray with 
old blue or dull violet chrysanthemums 
and blue-green leaves. 

Cut a strip of linen to fit each panel 
of your screen, allowing an inch and 
a half all round for a hem. Pin the 
strip to a board and with carbon paper 
and a hard pencil trace your design 
carefully on it. The impressions will 
probably be faint and will not rub; so, 
with a fine pen and ink—preferably In- 
dia drawing ink—quickly go over the 
lines. Be careful to not have the pen 
too full. 

For the embroidery you can use the 
embroidery silk, but mercerized em- 
broidery cotton is cheaper, much eas- 
ier to handle and for this work more 
satisfactory. You can use the satin- 
atitcnh and work tn one Alrection, or 
vou can use the long-and-short atitch, 
following the direction of each petal. 
In shading. it is well to keep in mind 
the idea that the light is coming from 
some one point, say the upper left- 
hand corner. In that case, you will 
keep the upper parts light in color and 
make the lower under sides dark. That 
will make your embroidery consistent 
in scheme. 

For the back of the screen use elther 
the same material as that used for the 
embroidered side or something of a 
shade that will harmonize with It. 

After finishing the embroidery you

ATCHWORK, of course, has al- 
P ways been used for quilts, and, in 

our grandmother's day, was truly 
a fine art. Today with bedrooms fur- 
nished with mahogany and beds of the 
four-poster type, the quaint coverlets 
of blue and white or pink and white 
patchwork in log cabin, star or other 
designs are freauently used. 

The newest patchwork, however, is 
bits of colored eloth applied with but- 
tonhole stitch to goods of contrasting 
color in a flora] effect. It is much used 
at present on ail kinds of wearables 
and fancy work. 

Circles cut out of crepe, for ex- 
ample, measure about the size of a 
half dollar and in different colors are 
buttonhole-stitched with black to sin- 
gie straight curtains and stringers for 
tables. If gray or tan is chosen for 
the article and circles in blue, pink and 
yellow are applied in little groups and 
connected here and there with a stem 
of green or black chain-stitehing, very 
artistic flowers then decorate the fab- 
ric. 

Just two colors, besides the black 
buttonhole stitch, will make very ef- 
fective decorations on such articles as 
bookcase curtajas or sofa pillows. Some

two-color schemes suggested are rosé 
on green, blue on tan, yellow on blua, 
Orange on brown, pink on lavender, 
black on orange, henna on gray. 

On smocks this patchwork embroide 
ery may form —_ sole trimming. A 
group of small dircles suggesting chere- 
ries or little tr¢es or flowers in tubs 
can be appliqued very effectively to the 
chest, pockets; sash ends and on each 
flowing bell sleeve. Children's little 
one-piece frocks, too, are charming with 
patchwork embroidery. A few bits of 
bright color applied to a broad, round 
collar makes a world of difference~ 
the difference, in fact, between smart, 
handmade-looking clothes and ordinary, 
home-fashioned dresses. Sometimes l/it- 
tle wash hats for youngsters are trim- 
med with patchwork embroidery to 
match the frock. Some suggested color 
combinations are red circles on black 
and white check. pink crepe on blue 
chambray and yellow on green crepe, 
Little animals and birds, such as ducks, 
are botn anpropria.e for the wee youlg- 
sters’ clothes and much enjoyed = by 
the kiddies the:nselves.

The stage, because of its uncon- 
ventionalism, the necesity for elas- 
ticity of mind and a broad philosophy 
on the part of those who come to it, 
has come to be the pariah of profes- 
sions against which parents desire 
to protect their young.

Her 
potential ability has been smothered 
by the idle tongue of gossip, the 
frowns of those in whose eyes she 
desires to appear good as well as 
great. 

Allow me to say for the encourage- 
ment of the girl or young woman to 
whom the stage is as yet a silent call, 
the day of the vain, lazy, pleasure- 
seeking parisite is rapidly drawing to 
an ignominious close. Such a one is 
tolerated in the theater today only be- 
cause of a woful lack of available ma- 
terial. She seldom progresses beyond 
the first row of the chorus. And if by 
some trick of fate or the weakness of 
managers she does slip into a speak- 
ing part, her forced glory wtihers with 
the season. The next year or two 
finds her back in the ranks without 
she has found some more fruitful ap- 
proach to the “easiest way.” 

Belasco’s Decisions Just. 

Not long ago I had the good fortune 
to chat with that generalissimo of 
modern stagecraft, David Belasco, on 
this very subject of the stage as a ca- 
reer for women. Mr. Belasco stands 
unchallenged in the public mind as 
the leading manager producer and 
dramatist of today’s America. Here 
is a commander who combines the 
romantic heart of a youth with the 
stern dictum of a man, so that those 
who come knocking at the door of a 
Belasco stage for a hearing are certain 
of receiving a sympathetic, but a just, 
judgment. Fortunate, indeed, are they 
to obtain the maestro’s “Yes.” Should 
their portion be an unqualified “No,” 
they may as well drop acting as a pur- 
suit and go about some other business 
of life. The theater for them must 
and does spell failure. 

“We are desperately in need of 
young men and wonien who can carve 
out for themselves a careér of bril- 
liancy on the stage,” says Mr. Belasco. 
“Every day I deplore the lack of ma- 
terial for the maknig of really great 
artists. The young woman of today 
who can prove her metal, who can 
show any marked ability at portray- 
nig the great tragedies or even the 
little comedies of life, is destined to 
rise comet-wise to take her place 
among the stars. 

“Do you mean there {s a falling off 
in applicants for stage honors?” I 
asked, wondering if the lure of the 
spotlight had indeed lost its luster. 


“Mercy, no!” came the explosive 
response. “I have hundreds of them 
every day from every.manner of 
home, every walk of the world. They 
come to me with their great hungry 
eyes staring out as if life itself hung 
on my decision. A little chat, a short 
sounding of their depts, and instine- 
tively I feel whether or not they are 
worth the time and effort that must 
be given to training. One in a hun- 
dred, a thousand, is so qualified. And 
I always hesitate to turn an unknown 
away for fear she may be that one. 


Advice to Aspirant. 


“My advice to the young lady seek- 
ing a stage career is to turn aside for 
the moment and ask herself a few 
practical questions indispensable to 
even a limited success. For example: 

“Am I industrious? Am I willing to 
put’ aside pleasure, temporarily at 
least, to the pursuit of stage learning? 
Will I be tireless, working day and 
night if need be to achieve my pur- 
pose? 

“Have I fortitude? Can I stand 
firm under keen disappointments I 
am bound to encounter? Can I en- 
dure the unpleasantries of today for 
the progress I am sure to make to- 
morrow ? 

“Have I an honest desire to do right 
without being a prude? Can I com- 
mand the respect of others? Do I re- 
spect myself? Am I capable of taking 
a broad and liberal view of the pecu- 
liar and unconventional conditions 
which will surround me? 

“Have I sufficient reason for be- 
lieving I possess those talents which 
fit me for stage endeavor? What have 


I done or what can I do to add to the 
sum total of theatrical execllence? 


What can I contribute to the true and 
worthy portraiture of human experi- 
ence? 


Must Answer All. 


“If she can answer all of these 
questions, answer them honestly and 
to her own liking, she might venture 
a stage career with reasonable as- 
surance of reaching the fat goal she 
has set for herself. 

“Nevertheless, I am of the opinion 
if girls or young women realized tle 
extent of the demands to be placed 
upon them, mentally, morally and 
physically, the number of stage re- 
cruits would be cut in half, even to a 
fourth par‘ of its present total.” 

Do not understand from these para- 
graphs Belasco the Bountiful {is at- 
tempting to discourage claimants for 
stage honors. On the contrary, he is 
eager to find them—providing they 
have the right-to such a claim. To 
find a prominent actress is to him 
like findine a rare uncut jewel to 
whose beauty he will add the polish 
of his genius. 


Class distinction {s checked at the 
Stage door. Factory, shop, turbulent 
tenement has been a more fertile re- 
cruitins ground for the stage than the 
society drawing room. The struggler, 
for the most part, is an early graduate 
from ‘he rich school of experience, 
and experience is the mirror wherein 
we reflect the great truths of life. 

Any girl who expects to mount to 
stardom on the wings of a beautiful 
face and figure is due for a damag- 
ing fall unless she is prepared to back 


that beauty with consistent study, 
thought and intelligent effort. Physi- 
cal attractiveness is no criterion of 
stage success. Some of our most 
brilliant artists have been ugly duck- 
lings. Some of crr most complete 
failures have been great beauties. ‘Pe 
stage requires some’ 3 more than 
a masque. It demands a mind behind 
a masque, and a heart big e ough and 
brave enough to weather any storm. 
Ability is Compensated. 

Compensation? 

Nowhere will you find compensation 
so abundant once you have proven 
yourself worthy of being compen- 
sated. The pity of it, many an unso- 
phisticated sister fs blind’ 1 by daz- 
zling figures cited as being the salary 
of this or that stage star. Ambition 
does not stop to discount. It doesn ¢t 
consider the fact a thousand dollar a 


week wage may | for five, perhaps 
ten weeks in the fifty-two, an average 


of less than a hundred or two hun- 
dred a week for the year. 

Nor does ambition take account of 
the fact demands on the player’s sal- 
ary are two, three, four, a dozen times 
what they are in the less hectic pro- 
fessions. Stage wardrobes are eX- 
pensive. Even in every-day life the 
player must keep a prosperous, well- 
dressel- face to the world. Appear- 
ance is a heavy factor in the success 
equation. Managers have little taste 
for post-mortems., 

Here again, earning is entirely a 
matter of capacity. I know women of 
the stage who have been “trouping” 
steadily for several years and who 
have never reached the hundred a 
week mark. As a matter of fact they 
have been skimping along most of the 
time on half that amount. Others, to 
my certain knowledge, have doubted 
their earning capacity every year or 
second year, have purchased fine 
homes where they rest during the 
summer intermission, shimmer with 
jewels life Tiffany’s wmdow in an Au- 
gust sunshine, and think nothing of 
changing their Rolls Royce twice a 
year. 

Improvidence the Curse. 

To me the stage has always seemed 
a great gamble. The artist who dined 
at the Ritz last season is grabbirg 


a hasty plate of butter cakes from a 
quick lunch th: season. Improvidence 
has always been the curse of the pro- 
fession. Nowadays, fortunately, it is 
not so prevalent. The chronic down 
and outer fs frowned upon by better 
and wiser players. 

To those who seek a career on the 
stage I should say its fortunes, so fir 
as dollars and cents are concerned, 
are no more denendable than a wheel 
of chance. In interest, in flavor of 
achievement, in wealth of color and 
variety of living it yields a full hun- 
dred per cent plus. 

What is true of the stage is true 


also ef the screen, that other lure 
looming, so large on the horizon of 
romantically inclined maidens. The 


screen is even more strenuous in its 
demands than the stage, It requires 
greater physical endurange, ff less 
artistry. Pursued seriously and with 
balance, {it yields a plentiful harvest, 

If you must go on the stage, go, but 
keep your eye on the spotlight.

ELEMNTS OF 

THE {TUATION. 

In oler to understand what is hap- 
peninvit is neces...y to grasp cer- 
tain val elements in the situation, 
both Istorical and present. 


(1) 2gypt is unlike most of the 


eastern countries with which the Brit- 
ish Empire has to deal. Most of the 
others, including Turkey and India, 
have diverse and jealous races and re- 
ligions which are constantly quarrel- 
ing and are unable to get together to 
create a nation. In Egypt, however, 
the great majority of the 18,000,000 
people are of one race and religion. 
The largest element outside the Mo- 
hammedan Egyptians are the Chris- 
tian Copts,and they number only about 
1,000,000. So far as the Mohammedans 
are concerned, Egypt is the real ecen- 
ter of their culture, possibly more 
powerful in the ideas than the cali- 
phate at Constantinople has been. 

(2) Britain, however, under Lord 
Cromer, ruler of the country from 1883, 
was able to make and keep the peo- 
ple loyal because of his appeéa! to 
the fellaheen, the great mass of the 
Egyptians. Under Turkish rule they 
had been mercilessly exploited and 
thrust into deep ignorance and pov- 
erty. Cromer clipped the wings of, the 
Turkish court and overlords and in- 
sisted that the fellaheen suould have 
the right to fair treatment and be 
freed fiom extortion. Under him the 
fellaheen became prosperous and the 
ruling class got as much as they had 
under the old tyranny. Education was 
instituted on liberal lines. At the 
beginning of the war the outlook for 
the country and for British rule was 
highly favorable. 

MILITARY BUREAUCRACY 
MAKES BLUNDERS. 

(3) With the retirement of Lord 
Cromer, however, Lord Kitchener was 
put in as ruler and under him came 
up the beginning of a system of mill- 
tary bureaucracy which was to grow 
during the four years of struggle. Like 
all bureaucracies it tended to draw 
away from the people, to produce 
sinecures and additional johs, to in- 
crease salaries and expenses and so 
add to the burdens of taxation and 
produce grievances and unrest. In its 
indolence it gave chances for the old 
oppressors of the fella.zen again to 
get power and resume their extortions 
and oppressions. 


(4) Under war conditions the mili 
tary bureaucracy committed some 
blunders that had had most trouble- 
some consequences.

for Egyptian artillery was called to 
the defense of that vital waterway.

(5) Further feeling was caused by 
conscription of men and means for the 
campaign in Palestine. While Egyp- 
tians were not again called on to fight 
their fellow Mussulmans, more than 
1,000,000 of them were drawn into the 
labor and transport corps and camels, 
the indispensable animals of the fel- 
laheen, were taken in great numbers 
to form the camel cavalry which had 
the biggest share in the annihilation 
of the Turkish army in Palestine. 


Moreover, many Egyptians were

A few lesser lights paid attention, 
but most of the political leaders of 
the Mohammedans replied, as did for- 
mer Premier Rouchdi Pasha, that noi 
a single Egyptian with any dignity of 
honer would consent to discuss the 
future on a basis of a protectorate. 
The best solution he could offer was 
to form an allianee in which Egypt 
would be really a free partner. 
WARNING FROM 
THE GRAND MUFTI. 

It was a most dramatie and histor- 
ic interview that Milner had with the 
Grand Mufti of Egvpt, head of the Mo- 
hnammedens. The Britisher took the 
eround that a protectorate was neces- 
sary tor Egypt’s future for she could 
not stand alone. The Mufti demurred 
and refused to discuss anything but 
independence. Finally Lord > Miiner 
was moved to remark that Britain was 
actuated by friendship and not 
wish to impose her will forcibly, al- 
though able to do so. 

To this the Mufti 
solemn warning: ee 
your power; but if Egyptians bend to- 
day before force they will seize the 
first occasion to revolt. The guar- 
antee of force is not eternal. Between 
syria, occupied by France, and Tripoli, 
occupiied by Italy, it is bette: for vou 
that Egypt be independent and friend- 
ly. We have no discussion rntil the 
nrotectorate is withdrawn.” 

The leaders of the nationalists, who 
represent the greater part of the peo- 
ple, snubbed the commission altogeth- 
er, taking the position that “Egypt's 
case is known to the world and a lezal 
investigation is unnecessary;”’ 
that Milner’s invitations for confer- 
ences were useless, 

PRINCES STAND 
BY PEOPLE. 

To cap all came a revolt.in the royal 
house. The Sultan Ahmed Fuad has 
made a pretence a least of being 
friendly to the British, but his rela- 
tions, who are of Turkish stock, have 
not been in accord with this policy. 
They are led by Prince Kamel-ed-Din 
and Prince Omar Tussun. The for- 
mer was heir to the ihroue but refused 
to take it under the protectorate, al- 
lowing it to go to Ahmed Fued. Kamel- 
ed-Din is still looked upon by the roy- 
alists of the land as their real ruler. 
Omar Tussum, who is very ‘wealthy, 
has been @ constant opponent of Brit- 
ish absorption. These two gave the 
Milner commission its worst shock 
when early in January they declared 
that they and the other princes sup- 
ported the demand for complete inde- 
pendence. 

Added to these native opponents, 
however, are other elements 
have been equally potent in larming 
the British. Under old treaties varij- 
ous toreign settlements have special 
rights under which they practically 
control the trade of the country. Of 
these communities the Briiish are 
third in numbers, the Greexs leading 
with about 56,000; the Italians com- 
ing next with about 49,000; the Br'it- 
ish having but 24,000, and the French 
being close to them with 21,000. Many 
of the persons protected under what 
are known as the “capitulations” were 
born in Egypt and others are of mixed 
blood. Among them are strong, un-

MORE SEVERE.

Situation in the Far East with grave 
anxicty. Central Asia may remain 
for years a source of danger. If India 
escapes, Persia may become involved, 
and Khorasan lies open to bolshevict 
activities from Merv, while if Lenine’s 
agenis can control the Caspian, the 
northern provinces may come under 
the curse.

At Less Money Are 
Obtained By 
People Who Cultivate 
Friendship With 
Old Mother Earth 


One of the good things the war was 
responsible for is backyard gardens. 
The city dweller had grown to expect 
that all his food would be raised for 
him by the farmer. The war gave 
this idea a jolt and he found himself 
suddenly asked to provide part of his 
own sustenance, and, with much 
reluctance and skepticism, sometimes 
buoyed up by patriotism alone, he 
went at it, and much to his surprise 
found he could do it and, furthermore, 
liked to do it. 

Last spring saw thousands of war- 
time gardens again tilled by their own- 
ers, although the fighting was over; 
this year will see still more, for the 
The 


city gardener has learned the superior- 


gardening fever is contagious. 


ity of fresh vegetables, and it would 
be with reluctance that he would go 
back to buying all of his supply on 
the market. He knows, too, that his 
little plot saved him dollars and cents, 
and that he never enjoyel so good 
health as when he spent hours dig- 
ging in his garden. Aside “fom every- 
thing else, green growing crops in a 
backyard or vacant lot are much more 
pleasing to the eye than tin cans, dis- 
carded umbrellas and broken crock: 
ery. 

The problems that confront the city 
gardener are different from those of 
the farmer, who is free to select*the 
choicest plot of ground upon his farm 
The city- 
lot or back-yard garden, as a rule, 


for his vegetable garden. 


offers little choice of soil or location. 
The available land is often shaded a 
part of the day, and the soil fre- 
quently consists of hard clay or is 
covered to a depth of several inches 
with cinders, broken stone, or other 
materials unfit for growing plants. 
The city gardener is usuatry handicap- 
ped by lack of practical experience 
and want of suitable tools with which 
to do the work. Hand methods must 
be employed for the most part, and 
numerous local difficulties ‘must ve 
overco @. It is possible, however. to 
Erow certain kinds of vegetables un- 
der very adverse conditions, and the 
results obtained by many city garden- 
ers are truly remarkable. 

SOME DON’TS 

OF GARDENING, 

Do not locate the garden on land 
upon which the sun does not shine 
for at least five hours each bright day. 
Do not locate the garden on soil where 
the rock is but a few :aches telow 
the surface and where there is in- 
sufficient moisture. Do not attempt 
where a fill has 


been made with cinders, broken bricks, 


to grow a garden 


or where the original soil has been 


buried with materials upon which 


weeds will not grow. If weeds grow, 
rank and vigorous, it is a sure sign 
that the soil is good. 

Do not plant a garden under, or 
near, large trees that will stea, all 
the moisture and plant food from the 
crops. The maples and the oaks are 
the kinds most injurious to crops 
planted near them. Do not plant 
garden on low land where the crops 
are reasonably sure to be lost from 
overflow. Failure to observe one or 
resulted in dfsappointment on the part 
of many gardeners. 

The difficulties of the first season 
are greater than those of subsequent 
years, and a garden plat if properly 
handle’ will improve with each sea- 
A plan sh.uld be 
drawn on paper and the location of 


gon's cultivation. 


AS a genera! 
rule, the rows sh uld run north and 
south, but it is more important to have 
the rows run the long way of the gar- 
den for convenience in cultivating. It 
is essential that the garden be so ar- 


ranged that the tall-crowing crops will 
not shade the smaller ones. 


PREPARATION 
OF THE SOIL. 


With the location of the garden set- 


tled, the first step is the preparation 
of the soil. First, remove anything 
that would interfere with the plowing 
or spading of the soil. If the location 
is the home backyard it is assumed 
that the ground is free from aeuvris 
If the 
garden is to be located on a vacant 
lot it is probable that there will be 
stones, broken bricks, tin cans, and

If 
the quantity of trash is not too great

make its removal expensive it may be 
piled on one side or one end of the 
lot. In some cases stone fences have 
been built along the outside of lots 
from the stones that were svattered 
over the ground.

weather will permit prior to prepara- 
tion for planting. 


The next step in the garden-man:ng 


Street sweepings are not desirable, 
as they frequently contain consider- 
able oil. Sawdust and  planing-mill 
shavings should not ov useu On gar- 
den land. Leaves may be mixed with 
heavy scils, but it is best to have them 
fairly well rotted before they are ap- 
plied to the land. Early breaking and 
exposure to frost is the best method 
of getting new land in shape for plant- 
ing. | Sandy soils do not benefit by 
freezing and thawing as do the heavy 
clay soils, and in all cases precaution 
must be taken that the soil will not 
wash away during heavy rains, 
Nothing is gaine by working the 
land before it is cufficiently dry in 
the spring. In sections where the 
ground freezes hard during winter no 
harm will be done by plowing it in 
the fall or during the early winter 
when quite wet, as the freezing will 
correct any injury, but land that is 
worked when too wet in the spring 


will be injured for the entire season.

UNLEACHED HARDWOOD 
ASHES VALUABLE. 

Good ashes that are produced by the 
burning of hardwoods, such as oak 
and hickory, frequently contain as 
much as 7 per cent of potash and 
also a little lime, and for this reason 
are a valuable fertilizer. Wood ashes 
produced by the burning of pine and 
other soft woods, and hardwood ashes 
that have been exposed to the weather 
and have had their potash leached 
from them, have comparatively little 
value as a fertilizer. Not more than 
50 pounds of reasonable dry unleached 
hardwood ashes should@be applied to 


a plat of ground 30 by 60 feet in size, 
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procured. As a rule fertilizers should 


be sown, broadcast and _ thoroughly 


harrowed or raked into the upper 
three inches of soil. Where applied 
underneath the rows the fertilizer 
should be well mixed with the soil be- 
fore the seeds are planted. Great 
care must be taken in the use of com- 
mercial fertilizers in a small garden, 
as there is always a tendency to use 
too much, which means more injury 
than benefit. From 40 to 60 pounds 
of a high-grade fertilizer, such as 1s 
used by truck gardeners, may be ap- 
plied to a plat of ground 30 by 60 feet 
in size. It should be remembered that 
the best results are obtained by the 
use of commercial fertilizers where 
there is plenty of manure or organi¢e 
matter in the soil. 
TCOLS FOR 
THE GARDEN. 

Elaborate or expensive tools are not 
necessary for the cultivation of a 


small garden; in fact, a spade or 


ticular variety of any crop to plant 


conditions.

TREATMENT FOR 
NEW GARDEN AREAS.

larger quantity of manure can be used.

An application of about 12 pecks of 
hydrated or air-slaked lime to a plat 
of land 30 by 60 feet in sixe is ad- 
visable in most cases, but there are 
certain soils that do not need lime: 
Lime has the effect of loosening and 
pulverizing heavy clay soils. It aise 
has the effect of sweetening poorly 
drained soils and those that have a 
tendency to be sour. Lime should al- 
ways be applied to the surface soil and 
It should not be 


applied to land that is to be planted

The use of commercial fertilizers is 
advisable, especially where plenty ox 
stable or barnyaru manure cannot be

A comparatively small quantity of 
seeds is required for planting the 
average city garden, but these should 
be procured in ample time and snouia 
be of the highest quality obtainable. 
The best are the cheapest in the long 
run. Garden seeds should not be 
wasted; only enough should be p‘ant- 
ed to insure a perfect stand. Any 
seeds that are left over should be 
stored in a ventilated tin or glass cén- 
tainer, to protect them from mice until 


needed for later planting. The par- 


These re- 


radishes may be planted two weeks 
or three before the average date of 
the last killing frost. 

Bects, Swiss Chard, carrots, lettuce, 
wrinkled peas, cauliflower, spinach, 
and sweet corn may be planted about 
the date of the last killing frost. 

Beans, parsnips, salsify, melons, 
cucumbers, also plants of tomato, and 
sweet potato may be planted only 
after the last killing frost. 

The heat-loving plants, such as pep- 
pers, eggplants, Lima beans and the 
squashes, shculd not be planted in the 
open until the ground has thoroughly 
warmed, which will be about three 
weeks after the last killing frost. 

There are a number of crops, such 
as snap beans, lettuce, radishes, and 
beets, that should be planted at in- 
tervals in order to insure a contin- 
uous supply throughout the season. In 
the case of snap beans as many as 
five different plantings uv be had 
in some sections. In the southérn 
part of the United States special at- 


tention should be given to the plant- 
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ing of the semi-hardy crops, sic.as 
spinach, kale, and cabbage, dumghe 
autumn, in order to have asuply 
throughout the winter. 

GENERAL CARE 

OF THE GARDEN.

“So in the morning, she handed mq 
a package, containing 35,000 francs. 
I gave her a receipt. Then I asked

| obtained a check payable on tne 
Credit du Nord, Avenue de lOpera, 
Paris. ] cashed the check in Paris 
and then turned over the money in 
full to Duval. I made three othe? 
trips to Switzerland, and each time I 
brought back money to Duval in the 
same way. Altogether I got 470,73 
francs.

BOLSHEVISM INVADED 
FRANCE IN 1917. 

Although the Russian  bolsheviks 
under Lenine and Trotsky did not 
overthrow the Kerensky government 
and seize Petrograd until November 
7, 1917, German propaganda seeking 
to arouse a sympathetic movement in 
France had been seattered broadcast 
through the French republic by the 
Bonnet Rouge publications throughout 
the first half of 1917. 

At Barcelona, Spain, a self-styled 
French newspaper was founded with 
the same name as Lenine’s Petrograd 
organ, Truth, which aided “he bolshe- 
vik campaign in rFance, and which 
also established a secret connection 
with the Bonnet Rouge. 

This connection cost Duval 10,000 
francs of Marx’s money, and resulted 
in the Truth’s support of Malvy and 
Caillaux. Some typical headlines 
from the Barcelona paper, which were 
cited by Clemenceau on September 3, 
1917, to show the far-reaching extent 
of Caillauxism and bolshevism and 
how in some places they overlapped, 
read as follows: 

“What Malvy ought to have replied 
to Clemenceau.” 

“The Decline of England.” 

“The Man of the Day, Caillaux.”

Just as Du- 
val reaehed Bellegarde on the Swiss 
frontier on his return to Paris, a 
number of French officers surrounded 
him. One insisted on making a come 
plete search of all his possessions. In 
the bottom of an inside pocket, they 
found the check. 

“We wili kv ep this,” they said. “If 
you want it back, you can got to the 
prefecture of police, Paris.” 

A cog in Malvy’s machine had gone 
loose. Despite Malvy’s own promisa,- 
despite the personal intervention of 
Leymarie, despite Duval’s reception at 
Caillaux’s country home, he suddenly 


found himself jolted about like a com< 
mon suspect, his pockets and valises 
rifled, and his 150,000 france check 
gone. 

When the news reached the Bonnet 
Rouge office, pandemonium broke 
loose. Goldsky and Landau ran in 
protest to Leymarie, and as soon as 
Duval reached Paris, they accome- 
panied him to the ministry of the in- 
terior. Again Duval told his San 
Stefano story, and after some whisper- 
ing between Malvy and Leymarie, he 
got his check back. 

But the seizure and restitution of 
the Duval cheek started too great a 
scandal to be hid. True, all the papers 
relating to the affair were ordered 
sealed and put away. Subordinates 
in the ministry of the interior who 
knew Malvy’s connections with the 
Bonnet Rouge were made to under- 
stand it was too delicate a situation 
to meddle with. 

Indeed, the ghost of the Duval check 
might have remained indefinitely un- 
der lock and key, had not Maurice 
Barres in the chamber of deputies on 
July 7, 1917, brought it forth in all 
its ghastliness and made it point its 
spectral hands at Malvy. 

It happened to be at a time when 
the minister of the interior occupied 
the tribune. He had been trying to 
justify the administration of his of- 
fice. As if to defend Malvy, a social- 
ist named Mayeras attempted to 
change the subject by opening an at- 
tack on Barres. Barres ignored 
Mayeras, but turning full on Malvy 
he cried: 

“Since my colleague has given me 
a chance to speak I will ask the min- 
ister of the interior what measures he 
is taking against the ‘Bonnet Rouge’ 
gang? Why does he not have a cer- 
tain ‘Bonnet Rouge’ rascal arrestea*” 

Malvy’s face turned white. He 
seemed to realize that from that mo- 
ment the ghost which stood before 
him would never cease to haunt him. 

Premier Ribot, noticing that the 
chamber would not let the incident 
pass without more trouble, and that 
a scandal involving Malvy might over- 
throw his already unsteady cabinet, 
came to the rescue of his minister of 
the interior. The premier explained 
that a check thought to be of sus 
picious origin had been found in the 
pockets of a Bonnet Rouge editor on 
the Swiss frontier. The matter was 
being investigated, he said.
